I went back to the flea market in the local "dead mall" today, and all 
the ham gear I had seen last week was still there. I paid the $5 asked 
for the Heath QF-1 Q-multiplier; I also went home with the RME VHF-152 
which was marked $50, but the man running the place accepted my offer 

of $20 without too much resistance, when I explained that I had consulted 
with some experts who had told me what it was worth (and also what it is, 
a 10/6/2 meter tunable receiving converter). 


I have had some correspondence with a couple of BA-ites interested in 
these units, I'll be in touch with them, but I want to play a bit with 
both of the gadgets, so it's possible they'll be up for grabs if the 
people who already mentioned an interest don't want them in the end. 
But don't ask me for a couple of weeks, please.

Well, Tom, here is an off-the-top-of-my-head brainstorm (meaning 
I never tried this myself): 


This past year I have managed to pick up a few PA (public address, that is) 
amplifiers of various power levels at hamfests. 110VAC at 1 amp 

is 110 watts. I found a 10Qwatt amp for $50. PA amplifiers usually 

have a 70 volt output (as well as 4,8,and 16 ohms and 25 volts). 


I don't really know how easy it would be to overdrive the amp 

to get 110volts out of the 7Ovolt output. If you have some 
transformers available, you might be able to come up with some other 
arrangement. For example: 110watts into an 8 ohm load would be 
about 28volts. If you had a 28volt 4 amp transformer (with 110vac 
primary) you could use that to step up the voltage. I am sure 

you can figure other configurations. 


Of course, if you use the transformer method, you could just 
as well use a stereo amplifier, provided it can take a 10Qwatts 


RMS load (as opposed to some peak power rating). 


Coming up with a little 400cps sine-wave oscillator to drive the amplifier 
should be easy. 


Like I said, I haven't tried this myself, so there is probably 


someone out there who can tell us what's wrong with it. :-) 

Oh, you did say "compact". Well, there are probably worse schemes.

Way back when, I had a pair of 400hz selsyns that I was using for a nice 
wall-mount map beam heading indicator. While they worked on 60hz ok, there 
was noticible hum from the resolver and jitter on the pointer. I used the 
same basic idea that you proposed, with a 400 hz oscillator feeding an audio 
amp, then through a transformer (filament transformer in reverse as I 
recall) to get the required 110VAC at 400hz. Worked fine, although a bit 
bulky as a power supply goes. I would imagine the same principles would 
apply to higher power requirements. Watch out for continuous RMS ratings 
power ratings and/or associated heating of the amp used. Most 60hz trannies 
will work ok at 400hz, some will ‘sing’ with a rather annoying tone, though.

Pure-ism vs. Preservation: An Open Discussion 


My BC-375 is an irreplaceable piece of history. 
It flew with Dolittle on the moral-restoring raid 
on Tokyo, struck back at Hitler's war machine, 
flew the gauntlet of flak in the Rhur valley and 
rescued downed pilots adrift on a hostile sea. 

It is also a death-trap for the unwary user. 


Like many old rigs designed in another era, 

the 375 switches the high-voltage supply through 
a relay to provide keying. The Command Sets 

do this. However, the 375 keys the -1000 volt 
lead to ground! Therefore, the rig has both 
+1000 and -1000 volts floating when unkeyed. 
This was not such a hazard when the transmitter 
was bonded to the airframe of a B-17 or B-24. 
Any person inside the plane was at the same 
potential as the chassis and leakage currents 
from faulty or ageing bypasses wouldn't be 

a problem. Not so sitting in your shack, no 
matter how good your ground connection. 


Secondly, the 375 uses tons of monster-sized dropping 
resistors to get the filiment and bias voltages it needs. 
This is fine in a B-17 with ten bezillion amps of 


power available, and you needed the heat at 15,000 feet! 
But it's a tough trick for the amateur preservationist. 


Purist say that any modification to a unit makes it 
"not real" and therefore worthless. They say 

put this piece of history on the shelf as a "Show" 
unit, its circuits silent forever. 

Show pieces hold a person's attention for about 
seven seconds. They gather dust while people 
appreciate the "working" rig. 


Well, I'm a believer in Living History. I can rework the 
BC-375 into a safe rig. Outwardly, It will look and operate 
exactly as a 375 should, and people can again appreciate 
a rig that helped win the great war. I would remind the 
Purists that the B-17s, B-24s and other aircraft of the 
Confederate Air Force carry modern avionics. This is 
needed to make them safe to fly in today's skys. 

Does this mean they are "not real" and should be 
scrapped? I think not. These Living History machines 

do more then any static "show" piece to excite the 
imaginations of young people and help them remember 

those who flew them. 


What are the thoughts of the group on this? Is modification 

that preserves the appearance, operating characteristics 

and "flavor" of an old rig acceptable? I don't mean R-390's with 
klunged-up meters or ARC-5 transmitters with key jacks 

on the front panel. I mean modification that conforms 

to practical concerns without detracting from the historical 
message. What do xyoux think?

Well, it's a slow news day, so here's a few things to consider: 


If your modification involves removing parts, and you want to do it 
in a spirit of preservation, save the old parts in plastic bags with 
the set - even if you are just re-capping it. 


In thermodynamics, the entropy of the Universe is raised by processes 
that are not reversible. Don't raise the entropy, make your modification 
reversible. 


The only really valuable sets are those that are still in their original 
packing container, like uncirculated coins from the Mint. You can't 
make a reversible modification to such a set, because you have to open 
the box. 


If the set is used, but has a known historical interest, you're on your 
own. Personally, I think the history is still valid if the set retains 
its original external appearance, but save those parts.

One approach to making non-original modifications to artifacts of 

any kind is to do them in a manner that they can be reversed in the 
future. A bit of applied cleverness can usually result in a way that 
original wiring need not be clipped (replaced, perhaps) and new holes 

need not be drilled, nor sheet metal cut. All the original parts 

that have to be changed can be removed and stored together, so that the 
next owner has the option of restoring it to completely-original condition 
with the original parts. 


I don't pretend to be an expert in BAs, but this is a pretty fundamental 
principle that lots of folks follow in other fields where antique 


equipment is involved. Keep in mind, though, that the xabsolutex purists 
would say that the object should be completely preserved by not using it 
and subjecting it to possible damage. They would, perhaps, come up with a 
way to feed power to the caps periodically, probably not to the 
tubes...that sort of thing. 


There is no one "right" answer to a question like this. Unless your 
objective is to absolutely preserve the radio, even at the expense of not 
using it, you are making some sort of compromise. How much compromise 
you choose to make is, for the most part, dependent on what you are 
comfortable with. If everything you do is reversible in the future, 
you're probably making one of the safer compromises. 


Just my free opinion...and worth less than you paid for it.

The same issues come up in the "operating" museums, such as railroad 
and streetcar museums. The conventional museums are appalled that 
they so much as touch their "artifacts", to mention modifying and 
restoring them. Yet, the point is to show these artifacts in 
function, not as static displays. Not many people want to see 
streetcar bodies in their chicken coop condition (often literally), 
they want to see them as they operated. 


(Of course, the conventional museums used to do stupid things like 
polishing antique Chinese bronze vessels! Who are they to get picky?) 


The current point of compromise appears to be: 


1. Document, document, document. Keep a log, photographic, etc., to 
show the exact original configuration as it arrived. Don't throw away 
the history. 


2. Minimize modifications, and do your best to make them reversible. 
(Of course, you need the documentation on how to go back.) Don't 
over-restore. Keep all the parts that you remove. 


In the streetcar restoration business, one example would be wooden 
window sash. It used to be that you just milled up beautiful new 
ones, maybe moved over the old glass, and put the old ones on the burn 


pile. Now, you use epoxy consolidants to salvage as much as possible 
of the original wood, and only replace single peices that are 
unsalvageable. 


One also sees less tendency to restore to "as built" condition, and 
instead to restore only to "as operational and maintained" condition. 
A slatted wood floor with the wear of millions of Chicago commuters is 
more interesting, and says more about how the equipment was used, than 
a brand new floor. 


I've observed these guidelines to some degree when restoring 
electronic things around the house. When I replaced two capacitors in 
my 1957 TV, I saved the old ones. Same thing restoring a 1936 console 
radio. However, I really haven't been a proper purist, I haven't gone 
to any great lengths to save the 5T4 rectifier that some damn fool put 
in the 1936 radio instead of the correct 5Z4. Nor have I marked which 
of the tubes are original, and which are (correct vintage) 
replacements. (Although I do know!) 


Another example would be to leave the original (dead) chassis-mount 
electrolytic cans, and put in small axial ones under the chassis. 
(You're not likely to find the correct vintage one, and you don't want 
to leave a gaping hole.)

It harkens 
back to a time when designers, engineers, factory workers and 
consumers cared about the quality of mass-produced products. I 
looked for one with no dents or non-original holes. I replaced the 
cloth covered cord and the bakelite plug and my repair work has made 
it a better and safer product. My work has extended the care and 
thoughtfulness the original engineer put into the product. 


Eventually, the nichrome elements in my Toastmaster will need 
replacement. Save the old parts in a bag? Document the whole 


process? I'd rather use my stuff than kneel before it and light 
candles.

We moved the Boatanchors list off MIT, where it had NO sys admin/owner 
and where if xanyonex bitched about service, etc., they would have 
thrown the whole thing in the dumper. I was part of a group of 
concerned BA subscribers who talked over how to manage the transition. 
Taking over as list owner was in xNOx way an attempt to stroke my ego, 


control the list, or anything else. 


By migrating from a "free" and subsidized site (mit.edu) to a private 
site with an involved and committed owner, we hoped to establish some 
real stability for the list. We are now "suffering" from the success 
of this move. The volume of posts is up, and save a few way-off-topic 
excursions, the quality of posts has been wonderful. 


I am struggling with how to handle sites with firewalls erected, 
particularly those who allow their inside users to mail out, but block 
all incoming mail! I have called those systems brain-dead, and I stand 
by that claim. It is more than a little frustrating to have a new 
person subscribe, and within 30 seconds get a bounce message telling 
me that his/her "welcome to the list" message can not be delivered! 
Believe me, it happens, and not only on BA... 


We have experienced some problems with our name server... that is the 
system on Phil's machine that locates the routing for email to each of 
you subscribers. Now a few more words about Phil... you need to know 
about this guy... he is a trip! 


Phil, actual name is Phillip P. Porch, III M.D. (hence my sometimes 
references to him as "3P3" ;%) has run an InterNet node for several 
years, first loose-coupled through a local university, and more 
recently directly connected to the Net through a local provider. 


Phil is part of the "bind project", the group of people who maintain 
and improve the name server software that "binds" the InterNet Email 
together. His hobby and joy in life is hacking UNIX and making certain 
that new software is adequately ported to the Apple MacIntosh A/UX 
platform. In a very real sense, his love for that system and his 
willingness to restore, fabricate, and polish his operating system, is 
quite indeed parallel to and analogous to us fire bottle lovers. 


Thus, from time to time the name server blows up, and errors spread. I 
am now getting to where I can readily identify those situations, and 
quickly re-subscribe those accounts set to postpone back to "ack"... 
and I do this regularly. I want to provide service, not excuses... 
But, if you suddenly find the list dry, please let me know at: 
listown@jackatak.theporch.com 

and I will do my best to resolve it, and to send a digest of articles 
you may have missed... 


That said, please remember that I get cranky, just like you all do, 
when I can't read my BA list! Usually, the reason I can't (and this 
afternoon is the first read I have had since last WEDNESDAY because of 
administrative problems, work schedules, and the need to spend time 
with my family (yep... just checked, and I still have one! ;%) 


The main difference, for me, is I still get my BA mail, even if my 
system is off the air... you all do not, and I will endeavor to 
remember that...

The Chicagoland Wheaton 'Fest in Villa Park went pretty well for odd's 'n 
end's shoppers. Not very many true boatanchor-class boxes were visible, 

presumably the classics were distributed prior to the general public 8am 

opening. A few observations, as follows: 

Heath SB401/303 w/CWF, clean, manuals, asking $200 

Heath HW5400, clean, $290 asked. 

Drake 2B/2BQ combo, clean, original manuals, $200 


Collins 30L1, $599 


"Near Mint" 75A4 s/n 116. Two filters. Owner wasn't present, but associate 
stated that he would probably consider something in the $800 range (ouch!) 


Eldico SSB twins, single manual refering to the pair as the S-119 SSB 
station. Interesting design, but this pair was in very rough condition, 
missing several tubes and mechanical filters in both the TX and RX. $150 
asked for the pair. 


Hallicrafters FPM-300 transceiver. Very clean inside, cabinet needs 


repaint, front panel clean. No manual, AC cord but no DC cord. $200 asked, 
I took this one home for $125. It works, but see my following note 
regarding bandswitch belts.. I had picked up a mobile mount for my TS430 
about 15 minutes earlier, but the FPM looks like a better bet for a mobile 
rig with the built in AC/DC supply. And it's less of a loss should the 
sticky finger types grab it. Semi-boatanchor, one firebottle in the final. 


Not much else noticed. The overall percentage of computer related stuff 
continues to grow each year. Some bargains available, a working old Compaq 
DeskPro 386/25 with 40MB MFM hd and mono monitor for $35 was noted. 


Good deals available on BA parts. I picked up a good shoulder bag full of 
power resistors in the tube-ohm ranges from 5W to 50W, a couple handfuls of 
poly/mylar 400 and 600V caps for re-cap jobs, a couple more split-stator 
variable caps for homebrew stuff, several good heavy duty ceramic 
multi-wafer switches, ceramic standoffs, glass dogbone antenna insulators 
(50 cents), and some B&W plug-in coil sets. $20 for about 15 lbs worth of 
the above 'junque'.
